In  their 
next  outing  the  Franklin  eleven  played  gallantly  but  were 
outclassed  by  the  highly  rated  Andrews  team  20—0.  In 
their  fourth  game  the  injury  ridden  Panthers  lost  to  arch¬ 
rival  Sylva-Webster  25—0.  The  Fighting  Panthers  scored 


their  first  touchdown  against  Hayesville,  but  again  they 
were  edged  13  —  6.  The  hard-luck  eleven  lost  their  sixth 
game  of  the  season  to  the  Murphy  Bulldogs  40  —  0.  The 
Panthers,  weakened  by  numerous  injuries  to  key  players, 
traveled  to  Robbinsville  for  their  next  game  and  were 
blanked  39—0.  The  next  week  the  fired-up  Panthers  were 
nicked  by  the  Swain  High  Maroon  Devils  3—0.  In  the 
ninth  game  of  the  season  the  Fighting  Panthers  were  out¬ 
classed  by  the  powerful  Tuscola  Mountaineers  39—7.
